Founded in Boston in 1815, the Handel and Haydn 
Society (H+H) is considered America’s oldest 
continuously performing arts organization. H+H is 
celebrating its Bicentennial in 2015 with a series of 
special concerts and initiatives to honor 200 years 
of music making. Under Artistic Director Harry 
Christophers’ leadership, H+H’s mission is to enrich 
life and influence culture by performing Baroque 
and Classical music at the highest levels of artistic 
excellence, and by providing engaging, accessible, 
and broadly inclusive music education and training 
activities. H+H’s Period Instrument Orchestra 

and Chorus present live and recorded historically 
informed performances of this repertoire in ways 
that stimulate the musical and cultural life of the 
Greater Boston community and beyond.

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HARRY CHRISTOPHERS, CBE 
ARTISTIC DIRECTOR 
THE BICENTENNIAL CHAIR 


The 2014-2015 Bicentennial Season marks Harry 
Christophers’ sixth as Artistic Director of the 
Handel and Haydn Society. Since his appointment 
in 2009, Christophers and H+H have embarked 

on an ambitious artistic journey toward the 
organization’s 2015 Bicentennial with a showcase of 
works premiered in the US by H+H since 1815, broad 
education programming, community outreach 
activities and partnerships, and the release of a 
series of recordings on the CORO label. 


Christophers is known internationally as founder 
and conductor of the UK-based choir and period- 
instrument ensemble The Sixteen. He has directed 
The Sixteen throughout Europe, America, Australia, 
and the Far East, gaining a distinguished reputation 
for his work in Renaissance, Baroque, and 20th- 
and 21st-century music. In 2000, he instituted The 
Choral Pilgrimage, a tour of British cathedrals from 
York to Canterbury. 





He has recorded over 120 titles for which he has won 
numerous awards, including the coveted Gramophone 
Award for Early Music and the prestigious Classical 
Brit Award in 2005 for his disc Rena/ssance. His CD 
IKON was nominated for a 2007 Grammy and his . 
second recording of Handel’s Messiah on The Sixteen’s 
own label CORO won the prestigious MIDEM Classical 
Award 2009. In 2009, he received one of classical 
music’s highest accolades, the Classic FM Gramophone 
Awards Artist of the Year Award, and The Sixteen 

won the Baroque Vocal Award for Hande/ Coronation 
Anthems, a CD that also received a 2010 Grammy 
Award nomination, as did Pa/estrina, Vol. 3 in 2014. 
From 2007 he has featured with The Sixteen in the 
highly successful BBC television series Sacred Music, 
presented by actor Simon Russell Beale. The latest 
hour-long program, devoted to Monteverdi’s Vespers, 
will be screened in 2015. 


Harry Christophers is principal guest conductor of the 
Granada Symphony Orchestra and a regular guest 
conductor with the Academy of St. Martin in the 

Fields. In October 2008, Christophers was awarded 

an Honorary Degree of Doctor of Music from the 
University of Leicester. He is an Honorary Fellow of 
Magdalen College, Oxford, and also of the Royal Welsh 
Academy for Music and Drama, and was awarded a 
CBE (Commander of the Order of the British Empire) in 
the 2012 Queen’s Birthday Honors.

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GABRIELA LENA FRANK 
COMPOSER PROFILE 


Identity has always been at the center 

of Gabriela Lena Frank’s music. Born in 
Berkeley, California to a mother of mixed 
Peruvian-Chinese ancestry and a father of 
Lithuanian-Jewish descent, Frank explores her 
multicultural heritage most ardently through 
her compositions. Inspired by the works of 
Béla Bartok and Alberto Ginastera, Frank 

is something of a musical anthropologist. 
She has travelled extensively throughout 
South America and her pieces reflect 

and refract her studies of Latin-American 
folklore by incorporating poetry, mythology, 
and native musical styles into a western 
classical framework that is uniquely her own. 
She writes challenging idiomatic parts for 
solo instrumentalists, vocalists, chamber 
ensembles, and orchestras. 





Frank attended Rice University in Houston, 
Texas, where she earned both a BA (1994) 
and MA (1996). She studied composition 

with Paul Cooper, Ellsworth Milburn, and 

Sam Jones, and piano with Jeanne Kierman 
Fischer. Frank credits Fischer with introducing 
her to the music of Ginastera, Bartok, and 
other composers who utilized folk elements 
in their work. At the University of Michigan, 
where she received a DMA in composition in 
2001, Frank studied composition with William 
Albright, William Bolcom, Leslie Bassett, and 
Michael Daugherty, and piano with Logan 
Skelton.

Written to celebrate the Bicentennial year for the Handel and Haydn Society, 
My Angel, his name is freedom sets to voices and strings the most compelling 
lines of “Boston Hymn,” a poetic sermon by Ralph Waldo Emerson on attaining 
freedom from false masters. The string instruments are equal in importance 

to the singers in telling this story, as they enjoy long stretches of wordless 
interludes. The text, which builds in reverence, reads: 


The word of the Lord (Lo!) 

by night, by the seaside (Lo!): 
“lam tired of kings.” 

(Lo now!) 

“| suffer them no more,” 

(Lo now!) 

“tyrants great and tyrants small.” 


The word of the Lord (Lo!) 
in dark, in the daylight (Lo!): 
“| will never have a noble!” 
(Lo now!) 

“| break your bonds.” 

(Lo now!) 

“| unchain the slave.” 


“My angel, his name is Freedom. 
Choose him to be your king. 
Call the people together. 
Choose men to rule.

which neither halts nor shakes.
